Australia Continues Wilderness Series 


On October 1 Australia Post 
issued three Wilderness stamps. 


e Victoria’s Alpine National 
Park covers much of the higher 
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many regions of virtually un- 
touched wilderness. This stamp is- 
sue, the second in a series, includes 
these three areas noted for natural 
beauty and cultural significance: 

e Judbarra/Gregory National 
Park, the largest in the Northern 
Territory, boasts spectacular 
ranges, gorges, birdlife and rock art, and incorporates the traditional 
lands of several Indigenous peoples. 

e The Blue Mountains National Park, located west of Sydney, is 
one of the country’s most frequently visited parks, and includes the 
Three Sisters rock formation. In 2000 the region was placed on the 
World Heritage List.
